President of Bolivia freed 


La Paz, The President of Boli- 
via HemAn Silcs Zuazo, who 
was kidnapped by a group of 
the military, has been set free 
as a result of coordinated action 
by the aacurlty services, army 
units and police. 

The kidnapping was organized 
by a group of reactionary-min- 
ded military, headed by Rolando 
Sara via, chief of planning at the 


Ministry of National Defence. A 
number of those who took part 
belong to special units of the 
military police trained by the 
United Slates, According to a 
statement Issued by Ihe military 
command, the criminals were 
also closely linked with "certain 
political circles’'. Political obser- 


vers point to (he activities of 
right-wing parlies, the National 
Democratic Action and Bolivian 
Socialist Palange. 

At a meeting of Cabinet Min- 
isters, of the National Executive 
Committee of the Democratic

KHARKOV IN 2005 


A Master Plan for Kharkov, a 
cily In the Ukraine, till the 
year 2005. has been approved 
by a session of the city- Soviet 
of People's Deputies. 

It is expected that by the 
beginning of the third nitllen-. 
nlum Kharkov, a major Indust- 
rial centra, will have a popula- 
tion of two million, l.e., nearly 
500,000 more than today. 

Tire reconstruction of old dis- 
tricts, of little or no architectural 
value, and the building of new 
residential districts form an in- 
tegral part of the plan. 

The fBcada of Kharkov's new 
buildings will be of an original 
design. Architects and engineers 
have developed structural units 
which can be used to erect a 


house ol any shape, even e 
round one. All ImlMiugs nlong 
motorways will lie noise -proof, 
and living rooms will overlook 
backyards. 

The layout ol flats is to be 
Improved. The rooms will be 
self-contained, there wilt be 
bigger bullt-ln closets and heat- 
ing will be automatically 
regulated. The flrsl such block 
of flats In Svetlaya Street has 
already been turned over to 
tenants. 

Municipal transport will also 
undergo change. The Kharkov 
Metro now stretches for 17 km. 
By the year 2005, Us length will 
have been increased by another 
30 kilometres.

Nat Infrequently, people 
from tho West visiting the 
USSR want lo know how the 
Supremo Soviet— -the country’s 
parliament — works. Why, for 
example, are Us sessions con- 
vened only twice a year! 'Why 
are they no brlel lasting as a 
rule only two (o three days! 
Docs this mean I hat parllamen 
lary activity In the USSR Is 11 
ml led? 

I will begin by making Uio 
point Hint In Ilia USSR there la 
no profession of deputy as 
surli. Tho deputies ol all tho or- 
gans of power, Including Ihe 
Supreme Soviet, comb I no their 
stale powers with a lull-lime 
job — in Iniluatiy, science, cul- 
ture, etc. This means Hint lhcy 
live "check by Jowl" with Ihelr 
elector nte, share thulr Interests, 
and are closely acquainted 
with their problems. Thus, they 
arc nble to perform many of 
their functions as deputies "on 
tho spot", os || were. They en- 
sure thru the electors' mandate, 
Hint is their requests, wishes, 
suggestions, etc., receive nlteu- 
llnn. 

As lor as llac "hilrl" and 
"rare" se<islnus are concerned, I 
would like In draw nUcollon to 
the lo] In wing circumstance: 
there are 1,500 deputies in tho 
Supremo Soviet of the USSR, 
more l linn fmir-f] Hlis ol whom 
work on the standing deputies' 
com or | -winns. And It lit within 
these commission* I hat "unno- 
tlcenhle". hut painstaking oud 
lengthy work la conducted on 
preparation of tho laws and 
other documents adopted at the 
Supreme Soviet sessions.
